HAT does appear to be 
established beyond doubt 
is thant someone, either 
.Berin or an impersonator 
has been making overtures 
through intermediarics for 
sanctuary in the United 
States in ‘exchange for 
Soviet slate secrets. If 
it is Reria, the Western 
allics could expect to secure 
information of even greater 
importance than that given 
to Russia by  Anglo- 
American atom spies. Tho 
former, secret police ‘chief 
possesses completo know- 
ledge of the intricate Soviet 
spy system and tho principal 
opcrators working overseas. 
Even more important, he is 
aware ‘of. the identity of 
traitors who are working to- 
day for Russia’ in tho 
Western countries, With 
this information the .whole 
of Russia's carefully built- 
up international espionage 
ring could be smashed out 
of existence. It is this 
possibility which demands 
that the growing reports of 
Berla’s  cscape be 
investigated until it is com- 
pletely established whether 
they are genuine or false. 
‘Thia may ‘be the West's 
golden opportunity to. fling 
aside the Iron Curtain, .
